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ABSTRACT 

Studies and observations made on the flora of Bandipur R. F. during botanical 
explorations conducted during 1964-65 are recorded in this Paper. The forest range lies 
between n o 20 '-ll° 40 ' N andf 76 ° 20 '- 76 ° 32 ' E in Mysore State at an altitude Varying from 
600 to 1400 m. 

The vegetation at lower elevations is of scrub type, at higher elevations it is semi¬ 
evergreen and between these the mixed deciduous type occurs. 448 species distributed under 
100 families collected and studied from this area are enumerated with short notes. 


INTRODUCTION 

Bandipur R. F. is situated in Mysore District of 
Mysore State at an'altitude varying from 600-1400 
m, The forest range lies between ii°20-ii° 40 / N 
and 76°20 / -76°32 / E. The area under study may 
be divided into four parts, the northern part in¬ 
cludes a part of Gundlupet; the southern part 
begins with Kakanallha ; the western part is limited 
to Gopalswamy Jiills and the eastern part is demar¬ 
cated by the beginning of Moyar Reserve Forest. 
Bandiptir R. F. is an important Wild Life Sanctu¬ 
ary of India and preserves a rich flora and fauna. 

A systematic botanical survey of the area has 
been made in different seasons during the year 
1964-65 by the author. All the species collected 
are enumerated in this paper. 

soil 

The soil is usually a mixture of red iaterites and 
black-cotton soil but the black-cotton soil does not 
show a higher percentage of salt concentration. In 
some places sand stones and semi-quartzites and 
shales are present. 

CLIMATE 

The climate is warm and equable and the tem¬ 
perature fluctuates between 20° and 34 0 C. The 
annual rainfall is 48 cm, and the major portion 
comes down during September and October. The 
hottest part of the year is from April to June. 

VEGETATION 

The vegetation at lower elevations is of the scrub 
jungle type (600-65010), at slightly higher eleva¬ 
tions (650-iood m) the mixed deciduous type is 
met with open areas, and at still higher elevations 
(1000-1400 m) the semi-evergreen type is seen. 

Scrub jungle consists of Bauhinia racetnosa 
Lamk„ Capparis grandiftora Wall, ex Hk. & Th„ 
Dtchrostachys cinerea Wt. & Arm, Dodomea vi& 


cosa Jacq., Flacourtia iridica Mem, Gmelina adatica 
Linn., Grewia obtusa Wall, and Pterolobium hexa - 
peialum Sant. & Wagh. Climbers like Aristolochia 
indica Linn., Ceropegia hirsuta Wt. & Am., C. 
intermedia Wt., Cocculus hirsutus Diels, Cissus 
quadrangularis Linn., Ipomoea staphylina R. 
& S, and Pergularia daemia Chiov. are of com¬ 
mon occurrence in the scrub jungle. Succulents like 
Caralluma umbellata Haw. and Euphorbia anti - 
quorum Linn, are intermixed with scrub elements. 
Trees like Aegle marmelos Com, Albizia amara 
Boivin, Chloroxylon swietenia DC,, Diospyros mon- 
tana Roxb., Pongamia pinnata Pierre and StreblUs 
asper Linn, grow sparsely in the scrub. This type? 1 
of vegetation is found in all the four parts of the 
R. F. 

The mixed deciduous type is characterised by 
the following species: Trees like Anogeissus lati - 
folia Wall, ex Bedd., Cassia fistula Linn., Dolichan - 
drone arcuata Clarke, EmbUca officinalis Gaertn,, 
Hymenodictyon excelsutn Wall., Mitragyna paryi- 
folia Korth,, Terminalia bellerica Roxb. and Vitex 
altissima Linn, f, are common. The common 
shrubs are Clerodendrum serratum Moon, Crotala - 
ria verrucosa Linn., Eriolaena quinquelocularis Wt. 
and Sophora glauca Lesch. Climbers like Crypto - 
lepis buchanani R. & S., Ipomoea muricata jacq., 
Jasminum malabaricum Wt. and Thunbergia laevis 
Nees are well represented. Among tne nerDs 
Cleorm monophylla Linn., Melochia corchorifolia 
Linn, and $ida acuta Burn. f. are most common. 
Good growth of grasses was found in bushy areas 
in open places. Cymbopogon caesius Stapf, Era - 
grostis gangeiica Steua., umoioides Nees 

ex Steud. and therfieda cymbaria Hack, are thq 
common ones. 

Parasites like Dendrophthoe, falcata (Linn., f.) 
Ettiftg., Viscum angufatum Heyne ex DC. and 
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V. ramosissimum Wall, are very common 
throughout the forest on deciduous trees. 

The ponds and lakes inside the R. F. are popu¬ 
lated with aquatics like Lemna paucicostata 
Hegtm., Nymphaea nouchali Burm. f. and Pistia 
stratiotes Linn. In marshy places Hygrophila auru 
culata (Schum.) Heyne, Limnophyton obtusifolium 
(Linn.) Miq. and Typha angustata Bory & Chaub. 
are the common species. 

In the semi-evergreen type, trees like Ficus glo¬ 
werata Roxb., Glochidion ellipticum Wt., Ligus- 
irum walkeri Dene., Olea dioica Roxb., Syzygiurri 
cumini (Linn.) Skeels and S. malabaricum Gamb. 
are common. Artemisia nilagirica (Cl.) Pamp., 
Pogostemon pubescens Benth., Xenacanthus pulne- 
yensis (Cl.) Brem. and Rauvolfia densiflora (Wall.) 
Benth. ex Hook. f. are some of the common shrubs, 
and intermixed with these, thick patches of Bam- 
busa arundinacea (Retz.) Willd. and Dendrocala- 
mus strictus Nees are encountered. Herbs like 
Blumea membranacea DC. var. jacquemontii (Hook, 
f.) Randeria, Justicia nilgherrensis Wall., Launaea 
acaulis (Roxb.) Babcock ex Craib and Murdannia 
simplex (Vahl) Brenan are seen growing abundant- 
ly> 

It is interesting to note that at 1400 m epiphytes 
like Aerides cylindricum Lindl., Cirrhopetalum 
fimbriatum Lindl., Coelogyne breviscapa Lindl., 
Dendrobium aqueum Lindl. and Liparis viridiflora 
(Bl.) Lindl. grow abundantly. Pteridophytes like Ne- 
phrolepis qordifolia (Linn.) Presl., Pteris quadriau- 
rita Retz. and Pyrrosia acrostichoides (Forst.) Ching 
are poorly represented in shady places. This type 
of vegetation occurs towards the Gopalswamy hills, 
situated at an altitudinal range of 1000-1400 m. 

Systematic survey of the area in different seasons 
has given 448 species belonging to 100 families, 
•which are enumerated in the succeeding pages; 
they have been carefully observed in the field and 
have been identified in the Regional Herbarium, 
Southern Circle. In general the sequence of fami¬ 
lies is according to Bentham and Hooker. Species 
■under each family are arranged in* alphabetical 
order. For each species the following data are 
given: frequency, flower and fruiting stage, date 
of collection and collection number. Every attempt 
has been made to bring nomenclature up to date.
